Likewiſe that in the City of London and Sur- 
burbes, by truſty Officers appointed by the 
Houſe for that ſervice, dilligently ſearch may be 
madetor Papiſts. and recuſants , to apprehend 
them ifthey ſindethem armed with any wea- 
pons, andbring them before a Commitee for 
examination appoinred fcr that purpoſe.
